Americans flash plastic for the craziest 
things — to ink up their bodies, get out of jail 
or even watch X-rated movies. 

Nearly six in lo people admitted to making 
what they considered to be a crazy purchase 


with their credit cards, according to survey 
results released Monday by cardratmgs.com. 

Those purchases included the frivolous and 
the serious, such as paying for a wedding, fu- 
neral or college tuition. 

The top responses from the 57 percent 
who said they made a crazy credit card pur- 
chase were adult entertainment (6.7 percent), 
scalped tickets to concerts or sporting events 
(6 percent), cars (5 percent) and college tu- 
ition (4.7 percent). 


Men were four times as likely as women to 
use a credit card for adult entertainment, ac- 
cording to the survey of 2,004 adults. 

While using a credit card can be conve- 
nient, in many cases it doesn’t make flnancial 
sense, said Ellen Cannon, editorial director 
of cardratings.com, a for-proflt website that 
helps people compare credit card offers. 

“If you’re tempted to use a credit card for 
a big-ticket item like a car, first do the math: 
The average car loan rate is less than 5 percent 


and the average credit card rate is around 
15 percent,” she said. “If you can’t pay that 
credit card balance immediately, you shouldn’t 
even think about using plastic.” 

Reward programs can make some credit 
card purchases less crazy. Cannon said. 

“If a consumer pays off her credit card bal- 
ance in full each month and has a great re- 
wards program on the card, paying a college 
tuition bill can earn thousands of points,” 
she said.

Matt Haag used to be just another suburban 
kid going to high school, working at McDon- 
ald’s and aggravating his parents by spending 
endless hours on his Xbox. 

Today the lanky dark-eyed 21-year-old is a 
global celebrity to an enormous number of 
young people. They call him Nadeshot, mas- 
ter of the virtual submachine gun, a guy who 
makes a six-figure living playing the video 
game “Call of Duty” 

Haag is among a handful of Chicago-area 
men who have found a lucrative niche in the 
booming world of competitive video gaming. 
Under the name OpTic Gaming, they have 
snared corporate sponsors, built flourishing 
%uTube channels and earned a small fortune 
in tournament winnings. 

When they play tens of thousands of 
people watch. When they feud, their gamer 


handles incite some of the hottest trending 
on Twitter. Even Haag, a player so popular 
that fans pay $4.99 a month just to watch him 
practice, doesn’t fully understand it. 

“What is it about me that people gravi- 
tate toward? I wish I knew,” he said between 
rounds of a recent online tournament. “I don’t 
consider myself to be over-the-top entertain- 
ing or someone that would be a joy to be 
around 24/7, but it’s working for me.” 

The money and attention are signs that af- 


ter decades of hype, “eSports” are finally put- 
ting a digital foot in the mainstream. Fans are 
packing sports arenas to watch top gamers 
battle for prize money Major League Gam- 
ing, an organization that broadcasts matches 
online, saw consumption of its video more 
than triple last year, reaching 54 million hours. 

One of those caught up in the culture was 
Hector Rodriguez, a 20 -something gamer 
from Wheeling. He joined a few friends in on- 
line matches and got hooked on the strategy 


and teamwork demanded by the game. 

But in 2009, he moved away from compe- 
tition. Under the name of his team, OpTic 
Gaming, he put videos onto TbuTube showing 
everything from “Call of Duty” strategies to 
tournament highlights to equipment reviews. 

He quickly became aware of a ravenous ap- 
petite for content related to the game: One 
early effort, a montage of sniper kills accom- 
panied by a rap and metal soundtrack, has at- 
tracted nearly 6 million views to date. 

TbuTube pays content creators a slice of 
the advertising revenue their videos bring 
in— and Rodriguez saw enough potential in 
the venture to quit his insurance job and de- 
vote himself full time to OpTic. 

“For nine months, I didn’t get paid a single 
dime, and I sacrificed more then than ever,” 
said Rodriguez, now 33. “My girlfriend was 
8 months pregnant when I decided to drop

the news on her: ‘He}^ I want to pursue this as 
a career. I really want to dedicate lOO percent 
of my time and effort to growing this poten-

‘^nd she said, ‘Do it.’ ” 

Rodriguez decided to extend awareness of 
the OpTic Gaming brand by forming a new 
competitive team. After asking around, he of- 
fered a spot to Haag, then a student at Stagg 
High School in Palos Hills. 

Haag built his gaming chops playing vari- 
ous titles but switched his allegiance to “Call 
of Duty” in 2007 when his parents gave him 
the game for Christmas. Soon, he was winning 
a few hundred dollars at small competitions. 

That changed after he joined OpTic. In 2011, 
a year after Haag graduated from Stagg, he and 
three teammates took first place in an L.A. 
competition put on by Activision, the publish- 
er of “Call of Duty ’’Their prize was $400,000. 

It was a jaw-dropping amount of money for 
playing a video game, but Haag said he viewed 
the win as a freak occurrence, not something 
he could count on to make a living. So at Ro- 
driguez’s urging, he concentrated on building 
a fan base online. 

“He explained how they were monetiz- 
ing their content on YouTube, and they were 
making ad revenue every single month,” Haag 
said. “It was a solid stream of income you 
could rely on every paycheck.” 

Haag pumped out videos, mixing game play 
lessons and tournament travelogues with re- 
flections on heavy subjects such as death and 
religion. His audience was modest at first, but 
in mid-2013, after a year of good tournament 
results, the release of a new “Call of Duty” 
game and a move to the “OpTic House”— a 
home and practice space that team members 
share in the northwest suburbs — the num- 
bers exploded. Today his channel has received 
more than 65 million views. 

Haag found other income sources, too, 
from a sponsorship with Red Bull to a chan- 
nel on twitch.tv, a website that lets fans watch 
their gaming idols practice and play for hours

Metra’s new chief officer went before state 
lawmakers Monday, promising at the outset 
that everything possible would be done to 
prevent a repeat of last month’s service col- 
lapse and poor communication with riders.

Zoo staff threatened 
after giraffe killing 


Copenhagen Zoo’s scientific director and 
other staff have received death threats after a 
healthy giraffe was killed to avoid inbreeding 
among the long-necked beasts there, the zoo 
said Monday 

But director Bengt Holst said it was the 
right decision and he would be ready to do the 
same with another animal if needed. 

The death of Marius, an i8 -month-old male 
shot Sunday and then dissected in front of 
crowds at the zoo, has created a uproar among 
animal lovers in Denmark and abroad. 

“I got direct threats against the zoo, me and 
my family” Holst said. One caller who tele- 
phoned in the middle of the night told him 
that he and his family deserved to die. 

A zoo spokesman said other staffers had also 
been threatened but gave no further details. 

Copenhagen Zoo’s giraffes are part of an 
international breeding program that aims to 
maintain a healthy giraffe population in Eu- 
ropean zoos by ensuring that only unrelated 


giraffes breed. 

Marius was killed despite the pleas of thou- 
sands who signed online petitions to save him. 

After an autopsy some meat from Marius’s 
carcass was fed to other zoo animals and some 
was sent to research projects in Denmark and 
abroad for study 

Camilla Bergvall, vice chairwoman of Ani- 
mal Rights Sweden, said it was common for 
zoos to kill healthy animals because they were 
not suitable for breeding, the zoo lacked room 
or there was little public interest in them. 

“Zoos have to think about their revenues,” 
she said. “It is important to understand that 
this is not just about Marius. It happens quite 
often that healthy animals are killed.” 

Bergvall said keeping species in zoos caused 
the individual animals to suffer. Breeding 
animals for captivity created the limited gene 
pool problem that led to Marius’s death. 

“The best thing is not to breed animals for 
people to look at,” she said.
